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PREFATORY NOTE, 





The revised Customs Tariff of New Zealand contained in the following pages is reprinted from the New 
Zealand Customs Amendment Act, 1921, as passed by the House of Representatives on 8th December, 1921, and 
subsequently sanctioned by the Legislative Council on 18th December, 1921. 


The Bill for the amendment of the Customs Act was introduced into the Dominion House of Representa- 
tives on 3rd November, 1921, and the new Schedule of Customs Duties, in its original form, became operative 
as from 4th November, 1921. The new Tariff was modified in numerous details during its passage through the House. 


According to figures furnished by H.M. Trade Commissioner at Wellington, the Tariff grants preferential 
rates of duty to British trade in 427 out of the total number of 644 items under which goods are classified. 
The corresponding figures for the previous Tariff were 208 and 483 respectively. On the basis of the New 
Zealand import statistics for 1914, and after deducting what may be called ‘‘ non-competitive’ goods (such as 
tea and sugar, mineral oils, fruits, etc.), which are not produced in the United Kingdom, or in which the United 
Kingdom has no large interest, it is estimated that the new Tariff accords a preference in respect of no less 
than 85 per cent. of the total trade in ‘‘ competitive ” goods of kinds produced in the United Kingdom. 


The preference, where provided for, is accorded to goods the growth, produce or manufacture of any part 
of the British Dominions, including British Protectorates and any territory for the time being, subject to a 


mandate conferred on His Majesty by the League of Nations, 


Provision is made in the present Act, for the first time in New Zealand, for the application, by Order in Council, 
of an Intermediate Tariff, which may be applied, either in whole or in part, to goods the produce or manufacture 
of any country, whether part of the British Dominions or not. Provision is also made for the application, by 
Order in Couneil, of the General Tariff, either in whole or in part, to goods the produce or manufacture of any 
part of the British Dominions other than ihe United Kingdom. Tt is understood that the Intermediate Taviff has 


not yet been applied to goods imported into the Dominion from any country. 

Section 11 of the Act provides for the levy of a special or dumping duty for the protection of local industries 
and the Governor-General is empowered by Section i2 to alter the Tariff in special cases for the protection of such 
industries. 

Section 13 provides for the levy in certain cases, on goods imported frcm countries having a depreciated 


currency, of a special duty, as set out in the Second Schedule. 


A “ primage duty ” of 1 per cent ad valorem is collected on all goods (other than those mentioned in the Thira 
Schedule) imported into New Zealand, whether otherwise liable to Guty or not, and in addition to the prescribed 
Customs duties. 

Section 23 makes special provision for the valuation of goods for assessment of Customs duty where it is 
difficult to determine the current domestic value of the goods owing to their being made specially for export or for 


°ther reasons. 


Attention is directed to an amendment now made in the Customs Act whereby the amount of any drawback 
of import duty or excise duty which has been paid or allowed upon any parts, materials or ingredients used in making 
goods in the country from which they were exported, may be deducted from the current domestic value of such goods 


in assessing their value for the purpose of applying ad valorem duties in New Zealand.

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TEXT OF VARIOUS SECTIONS OF THE CUSTOMS AMENDMENT ACT, 1921. 


Special duty (herein referred to as a dumping duty) for 
protection of local industries. 


Section 11. (1) In any of the cases hereinafter specified in this 
section there may, in addition to any other duties of Customs, 
‘e imposed on goods imported into New Zealand a special duty 
‘t Customs (herein referred to as a dumping duty).

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Specral provisions as to valuation of goods for assessment of 
Customs duties. 


Section 23. (1) If it is, in the opinion of the Minister, difficult, 
inequitable, or impracticable to determine the value of goods for 
{ie purposes of duty in accordance with the provisions of Section 
one hundred and fourteen of the principal Act, either because 
such goods are not sold for use or consumption in the country 
of export, or because they are not so sold in the ordinary course 
af business or in quantities similar to those imported into New 
Zealand, or because the exporter retains the property in such 
goods, or because the goods are not imported on the sale there- 
cf, or because the goods are not imported in pursuance of a 
bona fide contract of purchase made in the ordinary course of 
business, or because there is no reliable means of estimating the 
value of such goods owing to a royalty being imposed on them, 


or because the goods are usually or exclusively sold or disposed 
of by or to agents, or are sold or imported in or under any other 
unusual or peculiar manner, conditions, or restrictions, either by 
way of limitation of purchases from or sales to any persons or 
associations of persons, or for any other reason, the Minister 
shall determine the fair market value of the goods in such 
manner and at such sum as he thinks just, and shall assess the 
duty accordingly, and his assessment shall be final. 


(2) The fair market value of goods as determined in accord 
ance with this Section shall not exceed the price at which the 
goods are, in the country of exportation and at the time when 
they were exported, sold in the ordinary course of business for 
domestic consumption to the ultimate consumer, if such price 
can, in the opinion of the Minister, be ascertained.

RELATING TO DRAWBACK ON PARTS, ETC. 





Ad valorem duties: Drawback of tmport duty or excise duty. 


If it is proved to the satisfaction of the Collector that any 
drawback of import duty or excise duty has been paid or allowed 
upon any parts, materials, or ingredients used in making any 
goods, or that any import or excise duty has been actually paid 
upon the goods in the country from which they were exported, 


or would have been payable upon the goods in that country if 
they had been there entered for home consumption instead of 
being exported therefrom, the amount of that duty or drawbuac/: 
shall be deducted from the current domestic value of the goods 
as determined in accordance with the foregoing provisions.
